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The Railroad Commission of Texas (RRC) has jurisdiction over the disposal of
oil and gas NORM waste, identification of NORM contaminated equipment,
and abandonment of radioactive logging tools in oil and gas wells.

The RRC staff works with the Texas Department of State Health Services
(DSHS) and the Texas Commission on Environmental Quality (TCEQ) with
respect to jurisdiction, legislation, general licenses, permits and exemptions
for the disposal and related handling of oil and gas NORM waste.

Permits:

The RRC has permitted eight (8) facilities with a total of 22 wells for the
disposal of oil and gas NORM waste into Class II injection wells (Title 16,
Chapter 4, Subchapter F, §4.617, Permit for Injection). The most recent
well was permitted March 21, 2019, in Andrews County.
